3 5. of Ew, 
the I. And Robert de T regoſſe was one of tholg 
Lords that fided with $;mon Alonfert Earl of 
Leiceſter, againit K, Henry the chird, As for 
theruines of this Family, the principal caufe 
thereof deſerves a particular remarque One 
Mr.:_Re/cadden going in Pilgrimage, tis. Wife 
had in his, abſence -a child, or more : where- 
up@n,; at his return, Fohn Tregeſſe adviſed him 
t9 fettle bis Eſtate.on ſome Friend, forthe uſe 
of his Wife and Children, leſt, after his death, 
the Heir at CommonLaw, ſhould turn his Wife 
and-Children out of doors Mr. Roſcadden 
embracing: his advice, deſired him to atcept 
of this truſt-, which accordingly ke did, _ but 
inſtead of a Deedin truſt, be made it abſolute 
to bimſt]5,and bis Heirs, As ſoon as Mr. Ref: 
cadden wad dead, the ſaid Jobs Tregoſſe entred 
on the Lands, and turned his Wife and children 
out-of doors; who for ſome time lay in a Hog- 
ſie, and every morning. went forth on the 
duogbil; there on cheir knecs imprecating the 
vengeance iof God on Fregeſſe and his Heirs, 
Aiter this time the Judgemengs of God ſignally 
appeared againft this Family, alter bis Son, 
falling from his horſe in a fair way, broke his 
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peck ; *ochers of his iſſue came to an untimely 
death, and aurſe hath remained on the eſtate 
ever ſince. This, Mr.T homa«T regoſre, (whoſe 
Life we now relate, was ſo greatly ſenlible of, 
as that it coſt him many Prayers for the remo- 
ving of this curſe, as be bimſelf aſſured me. 
Notwithſtanding the Judgemencs of Gog on 
this Family , yet the Parents of Mr, Thomas 
Tregoſse were godly , and reputed among the 
number of the old Puritans; T his was mach ſeen 
in the pious education they gave this their Son, 
whoſe tender years they took care to have ſea- 
ſoned with the Principles of Religion and good 
Literature, At firſt his capacity ſeemed dull, till 
about the ape of ſeyen years, or after, his dili- 
gence gave ſome notices of a quick apprehen(j- 
on; -and tenacious memory, . Indeed, he had 
from his youth a natural inclination to the work 
of the Miniſtry, and would ofr, (when but a 
chitd,)mount up a ſtool or bench, and there, in 
his manner, preach to his companions, * 
When he bad attained a competent meaſure 
of Grammar Learning, he was ſent to Oxford, 
and placed in Exeter Colledge, under the Tui- 
tion of Mr. Fravci: Howel, then Fellow of the 
aid Colledge; who perceived inhiman awa- 
kened Spirit full of Vivacity and Intention, -in- 
ſomuch that he made good the charater which 
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of Thomas Tragoſle, 5 
at} vigeronſly, in what ever exerciſes he was 
engaged in, He did not, (as roo many) abuſe 
the expeations of his Friends, by ſquandring 
away thoſe precious opportunities, atrd encou- 
ragements vouchſafed him, for the elevating 
his natural capacity, by the acquirement of Li- 
beral Arts, and Philoſophick Sciences, wherein 
he made a good progreſs. Neither was he 
without a good intereſt in the eſteem of pious 
perſons, asit appears by the admittance which 
Reverend Dr. Conant gave him, as a Member 
into his Church, Alſo whiles be continned in 
Oxon, he began to feel ſome wonnds of Con. 
ſcience.  One'day hearing Dr. Conant on Hof, 
6. 4. O Ephraim, what® ſhall ] dots thee? &c. 
Some paſſages of that Sermon 1nade fo deep 
impreſſion on him, as that his conſcience was 
filled with oo ſmall terrour, when he went to 
his bed, he was not without fears he ſhould 
never ſee day; whenin his ſtndy, that he ſhould 
never come our alive, Solong as theſe awaken- 
ing terrours of Conſcience, and ſick nighes for 
ſin continued, he could not endure to hegr a 
vain word, or to behold what had but the ap. 
pearance of ſin. But theſe /ghts.and hears of 
Conſcience did by degrees die away , Neither 
did they at that time determine in a thorow 
Converſion, as it will hereafter appear, Sed. 2. 


Having 
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Having ſpent ſome time in the Univethity, 
herecurned to $. 7ves, the place of his Nativity 
where, having made ſome tryal of his Miniſte- 
rial gifts, the Inhabicanrs invited him robe 
their Miniſter, This he at firſt modeſtly refus'd; 
but being at laſt overcome by their importu- 
nity, he agreed to ſpend ſome time among 
them, Whereupon he was Azp. 17.1657, in 
that Church, ſer apartfor the work of the Mi- 
niſtry. He continued there ewo years a cloſe 
Stadent all the week, and conſtant Preacher 
ewice every Lords day, Before his departure 
from this place, he took to him for Wife Mer 
gar?t Sparnan, who proved a gracious, -meck, 
humble , affectionate, and meet help eo, bim, 
Whilſt he continued in this Town, there were 
two accidents, which deſerve a particular re- 
marque; The firſt was this, The Summer after 
his ficting down among them, much of the fiſh- 
ing ſeaſon was expired, and no Pilchards ap- 
peared, the ſence whereof greatly afflicted 
their Spirits, that Town depending much npon 
the Pilchard trade. Mr, Tregoſse adviſed them = 
ro joyn in aday of Prayer and Humiliation - 
which being performed, the next day appeared 
a great ſhole of Fiſh, whereof a conſiderable 
quantity of them were taken.

The nexc 
day being the Lords-day, he had a ſweet hearc- 
melting conſideration of his fins, rogether with 
a lively contemplation of Chriſt pierced; ro 
whom he dire&ed an eye of Faith, And now 
he, who thought it an bard matcer to ſhed one 
rear, drops many ; the Spirit of the Lord alfo 
bringing to his heave chat promiſe, / will pardon 
their iniquity, and remember their ſin no more :
